{to Athaliah, Ahaziah’s sister Jeho- 
sheba rescued his young son Joash and 
for six years succeeded in concealing 
him with his nurse in the bed-chamber 
of the temple (doubtless one of the 
side-chambers described in I. K, 6.5-10, 
which was a storeroom for mattresses 
and cushions).

are “a great disappointment to all thoughtful, far-seeing, loyal Canadians.”

~ The very same issue containing the “wail” from which we have quoted also 
gives facts and figures to show the “substantial” benefits which the tariff 
changes will confer on the whole mining industry of the Dominion. - And why 
should the Parliament of Canada’ not take action to benefit the mining indus- 
try? Are the manufacturers alone deserving of consideration? 

Still another article in the issue from which we are quoting is devoted to 
showing that “the West’s prosperity is a barometer for all business,” that 
“the Western wheat crop is of vital concern to business enterprise from 


Halifax to Vancouver,” that “the agricultural West now furnishes the life- | 


blood to a huge proportion of Canada,” and it quotes approvingly the state- 
ment in a recent Government report that “whole communities, divorced en- 
lirely from direct farm pursuits, owe their rise and growth largely to the 
agricultural settlement of the prairies.”
